Eight pages are devoted to the eyes, under such headings as:—‘‘To clarifie ye sight,” “A 
souveraigne Medicine for ye eyes,” “ For a blew eye with a stripe,” ““ Apretions water for a dime 
sight made by King Edward ye VI,” etc., etc. Further pages are devoted to Teeth, Hearing, etc. 
Other entries of especial interest are: “King Henry VIlIth, his medicine against ye Plague.” 
“Dr. Burges, his approved medicine against ye Plague.” “The only preservative which ye 
Masters of ye Pesthouses in London used in ye Great Plague in ye yeare 1665.” (This entry was 
probably written about 1667, only two years after the outbreak in London). “An excellent 
antidote against ye small-pox.” Etc., etc. There are also a number of simple chemical experi- 
ments and a 19 page account of the GunrowpEr Por. There is a section devoted to cookery 
receipts, including one for a ‘‘ Marmalott of Cherries,” and a later entry on fishing, mentioning 
various kinds of bait. Twelve pages are also devoted to Portry, under such heads as:—‘‘ On 
Fortune,” “Chloes noble Choice,” etc. There is also an account of the division of the Diocese 
of Ely in East Anglia, from which may possibly be deducted that the family were from the 
Suffolk branch of the Brewsters and might therefore claim kinship with William Brewster, one 
of the founders of the colony of Plymouth, New England.

by simple ligature; thirdly, his advocacy of the method of turning the child in its mother’s 
womb before delivery in certain abnormal cases; and, fourthly, his ingenious devising of artificial 
limbs. . . . But the greatest of all Paré’s contributions to surgery was the service of his own 
personality, the example of his steadfast efforts to increase his knowledge of human anatomy and 
his skill in the art, and his constant emphasis on the surgeon’s duty to exert his utmost efforts 
to avoid and relieve the patient’s suffering.”—Chas.
